COX-GREER-M’OONA 


Guthrie, Ok.,March IO.— Republican 
members of -the legislature attending 
the State Republican delegate conven­ 
tion at Oklahoma City will endeavor 
to place in the resolutions a strong 
expression on prohibition. 
The pur­ 
pose is to dispute the right of congress 
to impose the twenty-one year prohibi­ 
tory provision upon the Indian Terri­ 
tory as a condition precedent to State­ 
hood; will favor the re-submission of 
the prohibition question to the people, 
free from other influences, as was not 
the case, they claim in the last elec­ 
tion, and pledge the party to the en­ 
forcement of the prohibition in event 
of its adoption by the people. 
In addition they will present to the 
committee resolution on prohibition 
adopted by the district convention at 
Perry. 
This was strongly against the 
dispensary plan, the idea of which is 
embodied in the bill by Senator Bil­ 
lups, now pending before the legisla­ 
ture. 
The members will also ask the re­ 
port to condemn what they term “ex­ 
travagant appropriations” by the leg­ 
islature, and the creation of offices to 
be filled by appointment by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Republican members of the 
legislature who are delegates will sup­ 
port C. G. Jones of Oklahoma City for 
delegate at large, who they report as 
being against an instructed delega­ 
tion from Oklahoma.

ward convention assembled, favor the 
election of such candidates for coun­ 
cilmen and mayor as will pledge th ni­ 
sei ves not to allow more than twenty- 
five dollars per month for the mayor, 
and fifty dollars for councilmen per ( 
year, and such fees to other officers 
that is a just and reasonable compen­ 
sation for services actually rendered, 
according to the time and the atten­ 
tion required in the rendering of the 
services.

A motion to also name two alderman 
for the ward was defeated. 
B. C. King, A. R. Sugg and Jim Gaar 
| were present and spoke in the inter­ 
est of their candidacies.

first place, this law with all the ma 
chinery at its back is the hardest law 
on the statute books to satisfactorily 
enforce, for this reason, that it de­ 
volves almost entirely upon the offi­ 
cers to enforce it.

It is unlike any other law. 
When a 
man steals a horse or other property. 
the loser of the property is willing 
and ready to assist the officers in ap­ 
prehending the guilty party and bring­ 
ing him to justice. 
When a man as­ 
saults another, it is no difficult mat­ 
ter to get the assaulted party or some 
of his friends to complain. 
But w'hen 
a man buys intoxicating liquor from 
one who is making a sale against the 
law, the purchaser seems to feel that

will sell me the liquor, I wil not give 
you away. 
Law', makers have long 
J since realized the fact, hence in all 
States where prohibition or even local 
option law's have been enacted, there 
have , likewise been enacted laws of 
criminal proeeedure to assist the of­ 
ficers in the enforcement of the pro­ 
hibitory measure.

can have compulsory pro­ 
cess and force the suspected buyer to 
go before the proper officer and dis­ 
close where and from whom such 
purchasers were 
made 
and where 
such person obtained his liquor. 
But 
this is not the case in Oklahoma. 
We 
have a statute authorizinf the county 
attorney to compel persons to come 
before him and give evidence in felony 
cases, but this statute says “SUCH 
EXAMINATION SHALL BE CONFIN­ 
ED TO SOME FELONY.” 
No such 
Provision is made for the investigation 
ct a misdemeanor. 
Under our law an 
offi.er might, all but know that liquor 
was being sold by a certain person, 
and might know that a certain person 
had bought whiskey, yet he is power­ 
less to compel the witness to testify 
whom he bought it from, unless it 
were on the trial of the case. 
When the Enabling Act was passed, 
it provided that should we become a 
State, the laws of the Territory of Ok­ 
lahoma should be extended and put in 
force in the State of Oklahoma, “ex­ 
cept in so far as they are in conflict 
with the Constitution.” The old li­ 
cense laws in force in the territory 
are in, conflict. Oklahoma Territory 
was not a prohibition territory; sh* 
had laws regulating license, and had 
punishments prescribed for the viola­ 
tion thereof, but now 
-cense, hence the laws that Oklahoma 
Territory 
had, 
prescribing 
punish­ 
ments, regulating the license, etc., are 
repealed—being in conflict with our 
prohibition law. 
Then it behooves us 
as thinking people to—not have a ge­ 
mini fit because the law is being vio­ 
lated—but think a few moments and 
see “Where we are at.” 
It looks this 
way to me; we have a prohibitory law, 
with an adequate penalty, but we have 
no law to assist in its enforcement 
How could we have? We are under 
the laws of what was Oklahoma Ter­ 
ritory, that country had no prohibi­ 
tion law, and not having the law of 
course had none of the laws that 
would assist in carrying a prohibition 
provision into effect—its no use to 
have a wagon to haul your corn, un­ 
less you have the corn to haul 
they 
did not have the corn, hence had no 
use for the wagon. 
They had no pro­ 
hibition and of course made no law 
to assist in its enforcement. 
Governor Haskell, before taking his 
oath of office, realized this, and, in his

PROHIBITION AGITATION LIKELY 


Republican Delegates to t'omeiition 


at Oklahoma City Will Bring 


Question Before Body. 


Guthrie, Ok ,March 10.—Republican 


members of the legislature attending 
the State Republican delegate conven- 
tion at Oklahoma City will endeavor 
to place in the resolutions a strong 
expression on prohibition. The pur- 
pose is to dispute the right of congress 
to impose the twenty-one year prohibi- 
tory provision upon the Indian Terri- 
tory as a condition precedent to State- 
hood; will favor the re-submission of 
the prohibition question to the people, 
free from other influences, as was not 
the case, they claim in the last elec- 
tion, and pledge the party to the en- 
forcement of the prohibition In event 
of its adoption by the people. 


In addition they will present to the 


committee resolution on prohibition 
adopted by the district convention at 
Perry. This was strongly against the 
dispensary plan, the idea of which is 
embodied in the bill by Senator Bil- 
lups, now pending before the legisla- 
ture. 


The members will also ask the re- 


port to condemn what they term "ex- 
travagant appropriations" by the leg-1 
islature, and the creation of offices to 
be filled by appointment by the gov- 
ernor. 
Republican members of the 


legislature who are delegates will sup- 
port C. G. Jones of Oklahoma City for 
delegate at large, who they report as 
being against an instructed delega- 
tion from Oklahoma.

It is a great deal more pleasant to 


a anan to be "interviewed" than to 
"rush into print;" it is more pleasant 
to "reply in answer to a question by 
the reporter" than to sit down and 
iVrite something for the public and 
that it be published, and so without 
being urged and at the expense of 
heiug criticised, I want to make a 
statement that 
I think 
the 
public 


should know. 
It is often asked, "Why 


is it that the prohibition law is not 
better enforced?" People who do not 
understand, are inclined to critlci 
the officers along this line. In the 
first place, this law with all the ma- 
chinery at its back ia the hardest law 
on the statute books to satisfactorily 
enforce, for this reason, that it de- 
volves almost entirely upon the offi- 
cers to enforce it. They have practi- 
cally no help: the people who are anx- 
ious to have it enforced do not go 
about 
the joints 
and dives, where 


the law is violated, and the fellow who 
does go is not anxious tjell about it. 
It Is unlike any other law. When a 
man steals a horse or other property, 
the loser of the property is willing 
and ready to assist the officers in ap- 
prehending the guilty party and bring- 
ing him to justice. When a man as- 
saults another, it is no difficult mat- 
ter to get the assaulted party or some 
of his friends to complain. But when 
a man buys intoxicating liquor from 
one who is making a sale against the 
law, the purchaser seems to feel that 
he is under some obligations to keep 
the matter a secret; there seems to 
be a sort of implied contract between 
the buyer and the seller that "If you 
will sell me the liquor, I wil not give 
you away." Law. makers have long 
since realized the fact, hence in ail 
States where prohibition or even local 
option laws have been enacted, there 
have , likewise been enacted laws of 
criminal proeeedure to assist the of- 
ficers in the enforcement of the pro- 
hibitory measure. They have provis- 
ions that when a prosecuting officer or 
a sheriff or constable has reason to 
believe that when a person is making 
illegal sales of intoxicants, and that 
people go to certain places and come 
awaj' drunk or under the influence of 
liquor, they can have compulsory pro- 
cess and force the suspected buyer to 
go before the proper officer and dis- 
close where and from whom siuch 
purchasers were 
made 
and where 


such person obtained his liquor. Bu 
this is not the case in Oklahoma. 
Wi 


have a statute authorizing the count} 
attorney to compel persons to come 
before him and give evidence in felon> 
cases, but this statute says "SUCH 
EXAMINATION SHALL BE CONFIN 
ED TO SOME FELONY." 
No such 


provision is made for the investigation 
of a misdemeanor. 
Under our law an 


officer might, all but know that liquor 
was being sold by a certain person 
and might know that a certain person 
had bought whiskey, yet he is power- 
less to compel the witness to testif> 
whom he bought it from, unless it 
were on the trial of the case. 


When the Enabling Act was passed 


it provided that should we become a 
State, the laws o( the Territory of Ok- 
lahoma should be extended and put in 
force in the State of Oklahoma, "ex- 
cept in so far as they are in conflict 
with the Constitution." 
The old 


cense laws in force in the territory 
are in. conflict. Oklahoma Territory 
was not a prohibition territory; she 
had laws regulating license, and had 
punishments prescribed for the viola- 
tion thereof, but now we have no li- 
-cense, hence the laws that Oklahoma 
Territory 
had, 
prescribing punish- 


ments, regulating the license, etc., are 
repealed—being in conflict with our 
prohibition law. Then It behooves us 
as thinking people to—not have a ge- 
mlni fit because the law Is being vio- 
lated—but think a few moments and 
see "Where we are at." 
It looks this 


way to me; we have a prohibitory law, 
with an adequate penalty, but we have 
no law to assist in its enforcement 
How could we have? We are under 
the laws of -what was Oklahoma Ter- 
ritory, that country had no prohibi- 
:ion 
law, and not having the law of 


course had none of the laws that 
would assist in carrying a prohibition 
provision into effect—its no use to 
have a wagon to haul your corn, un- 
less you have the corn to haul—they 
did not have the corn, hence had no 
use for the wagon.
